London, March 23. — “ W ar might 
have been avoided by a European eon* 
forum o when and where Germany de 
sired.” Foreign Secretary Sir Edward 
Grey told an audience In London. 
He was actng as chairman of a 
meeting which was listening to a lee* 
tiler era the strategy of the war. Con 
tinning, tho foreign secretary said: 
j 
“ Germany, from her experience In 
Die Balkan conference, knew that -he 
could count on our good will aud that 
we were ready to do last Ju ly what 
v c did before. 
But Germany refused 
every suggestion, and on her rests 
for ail time the appalling responsibil­ 
ity tor the war. W e now know Ger­ 
many had prepared for war, and only 
those who have planned for war can 
prepare for it." 
Amid loud cheers, Sir Edward add 
ert: “ This is the fourth time within 
living memory that Prussia "has made 
war upon Europe, and we are deter 
mined it shall be the last. 
“ The 
expenditure of hundreds oi 
millions of money and the loss# of 
millions of lives 
might have been 
avoided by a conference of the Euro­ 
pean powers held in London or at The 
Hague, or wherever and In whatever 
form Germany would have consent** 
to hold It. 
“ lf would have been far easier to 
have settled tho dispute between Ans 
tria H ungary and Serbia, which Her 
many made the occasion for the war 
than it was to get successfully throng; 
the Balkan crisis of two years ago." 
Asking “ What is the Issue for which 
we are lighting?** Sir Edward proceed 
cd: “ in due time terms of peace will 
bo put forward by the allies. One o 
sontlal condition must be the rester 
af ion to Belgium of lier in dependent 
national life and five possesion of lief 
territory. Tile great issue Is this: We 
wish the nations of Europe to be fret 
to live their Independent lives, work 
Jug out their form of government and 
their own form of national develop­ 
ment in full liberty, whether they be 
great state 
or small states. That ii 
our ideal. 
“ The German ideal is that the Her 
mails are a superior people to whom 
all things are lawful 
and 
against 
whom resistance is unlawful and must 
be put down, that they must establish 
domination over the nations of the 
Continent and that all must be sub 
servient to Germany. 
“ I would rather perish or leave the 
Continent altogether than live in it 
under such conditions. 
Under thi- 
war we and the other nations cif En 
rope must be free to live without th* 
interference of the superior war lord; 
with »tii the clang of armor and the 
sword continually rattled in the scab 
bard: heaven continually invoked, and 
without our polity being dictated bi 
the military domination of Prussia. 
"W e claim for ourselves anti to 
gcther with our allies we will secure 
that right to live and pursue our na 
Tonal existence, not in the shadow ol
